War Tragedy 


She is a Parisian. 
her bookbinding in 2917, and in- 
tended to make a library of rare 
books for herself, for she = was 
going to marry the son of Roger 
Marx, the man who: chose 80 
many pictures for the museums 
of Paris and made known Rodin 
and ugene Carriere. Leon 
Roger-Marx inherited his father’s 
gifts; his mysticism touched 
Rove Adler's life. After 20 years 
his letters are to be published, 
Jeon Roger-Marx  wak tt stret- 
cher-bearer. He entered the 
Zouaves, volunteered for a peril- 
ous mission, and was killed. 
Though Leon Merx never saw 
Rose Adler's work, she feels he 
had a tremendous influence on it,

She knew that 
however wonderful a material 
might be in a dress, the dress 
could not he beautiful if it were 
badly cut, se she concentrated on 
technique, and worked with a 
bookbinder led Nolhac, to 
whom inspirition was a second 
ary matter, but whose constrtie: 
lion of a book, the building up 
of it, was so cilicient that she 
fold him if she had the means she 
would have bought nll his books 
in their eard-bonrd covers, and 
kept them as collection, ‘They 


were impeceable.
